At the end of over an hour of squabbling the 
City Council decided to have Jim McRea, city ad¬ 
ministrator, meet with the Jameson Court residents 
with the purpose of clearing up some of the misrep¬ 
resentations and placing the item on the Apr. 14 
agenda.

mended approval of the Tentative Tract Map and 
adopted Resolution No. 92-8, further approving the 
Conditional Use Permit required for development 
in a Historical Preservation District. This was rec¬ 
ommended by the Cultural Heritage Commission. 

Brion Costa’s presentation Tuesday evening in¬ 
cluded informing the city that Lots 2 and 4 could be 
purchased by the city at $300,000 per lot. The city 
would have 10 working days to decide whether or 
not to purchase the area. The city would get the first 
right of refusal. 

There is a 10-lot subdivision and a cul-de-sac, 
recommended to be named Ida May Lane, off Jameson 
Court. The site conforms to the R-1-1100 residential 
zone and is within the historical overlay zone. Ten 
parcels are included in the tract. 

The development of each lot would additionally 
require the review of the Cultural Heritage Commis¬ 
sion and a Conditional Use Permit to be approved 
by the Planning Commission. The project is consistent 
with Sierra Madre’s General Plan. 

Don Bosaniana who lives on Laurel adjacent to 


the Jameson property requested that one developer 
complete the project “all at one time.” He also re¬ 
quested that the cul-de-sac not cut into his property 
which would mean tearing down part of a wall. 

Lee Sion said that a Jameson Court committee 
had spent many hours putting together some proposed 
information concerning the project and “had been 
pooh-poohed by the Planning Commission.” He said 
to the Council, “You haven’t heard the anger, the 
concerns...When we bought homes we were led to be¬ 
lieve that the rest of the property would never be 
developed.” 

Terry Lee “had concerns about what would hap¬ 
pen to the water that flows quite freely through the 
land” and is also concerned that the cul-de-sac area 
would create a light problem at home on the fronts 
of the homes. “The general working parts of plans 
are of concern to us.” 

Costa defended himself by explaining that when 
he worked with Arthur Kirk, former executive with 
Jameson Trust before his death, “I did say, according 
to Arthur Kirk, that there was no desire to subdivide 


the property...There have been changes. There is a 
new president of the trust.” 

Dr. Clinton McLemore said he had received no 
input since June 1991, concerning what was happen¬ 
ing to the Jameson Trust property. “I’m confused. 
I feel caught up in ‘It’s a Wonderful Life’ and I’m 
talking with the banker...We do not support the devel¬ 
opment...We have not been informed...Why were we 
told there would be no more development ‘at least 10 
years if ever’?...Why are we looking at the dissemina¬ 
tion of one of the greatest arboreal treasures of Cali¬ 
fornia?” 

McLemore said the lameson Court people were 
concerned with the ingress and egress of the homes 
off the cul-de-sac and would like to form a committee 
to assist the group in the exterior designs. He said 
they would also like to make sure any and all of the 
development includes the maximum amount of trees. 
“We also want developers to post bond to make sure 
that sidewalks are not to be replaced by the city.”

Local Chamber joins state in 
supporting Workers’ 
compensation cleanup 


Assemblyman Richard Mountjoy 


The Sierra Madre Main Street Chamber of Com¬ 
merce joined the San Gabriel and San Marino Cham¬ 
bers of Commerce, as well as the California Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce and League of California Cities in 
support of A13 2367 and AB 3704, introduced by As- 
.semblyman Dick Mountjoy in calling for a Workers’ 
Compensation cleanup immediately. Carl Karcher 
Enterprises and Burger King are also on the long list 
of supporters. 

The local Main Street Chamber group met Tues¬ 
day morning and voted to send a supportive letter to 
Mountjoy, urging final passage of the two bills which 
tighten fraud loopholes and direct the courts to “lib¬ 
erally construe” Workers’ Compensation law only if 
an injury occurs at work, is a specific injury and re¬ 
sults in serious physical and bodily harm. Serious on- 
the-job injuries would continue to be liberally con¬ 


strued. 

Tom Hagerman and Irwin Lrester are the co¬ 
founders of the Independent Business Coalition 
Against Workers’ Compensation Fraud, the grass¬ 
roots organization representing thousands of Califor¬ 
nia employers which is sponsoring the two bills. They 
have received well over KKX) letters from California 
companies supporting the quest for more fair repre¬ 
sentation. 

Mountjoy, in a telephone conversation with The 
News Monday, said, “This group has grown from 
about 35 people to 35tX) in six months. It costs $25 
to join the group. There are no professional fees 
since it is run by volunteers. I have been doing the 
lobbying and 1 don’t charge them. The group is made 
up of people who want to get the job done this year

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Health insurance 
critical problem 

Nearly two-thirds of California’s 
small-business owners believe the cost of 
health insurance is a critical problem, ac¬ 
cording to a major survey released this 
week by the National Federation of In¬ 
dependent Business (NFIB). 

The NFIB Problems and Priorities 
survey, third in a series conducted by the 
NFIB Foundation since 1983, found that 
California’s small-business owners are 
more concerned about health insurance 
costs than any other single issue. Sixty- 
three percent consider it to be a critical 
business problem. Health insurance was 
followed in their ranking of business 
worries by federal business taxes, cost 
and availability of liability insurance, 
unreasonable government regulations 
and workers’ compensation costs. 

The California results generally 
parallel the overall findings of the 19- 
state survey, which also pegged health 
insurance as the number one business 
concern, followed by federal business 
taxes, cash flow, workers’ compensation 
and the cost and availability of liability 
insurance. Significantly, however, Cal¬ 
ifornia small-business owners consider 
unreasonable government regulations 
a bigger problem for them than cash 
flow. 

NFIB surveyed 15,000 small-busi¬ 
ness owners on a list of 75 potential 
business problems, and more than 5000 
owners responded, including nearly 300 
in California. They were asked to prior¬ 
itize the 75 concerns and to rank them 
on a scale of 1 to 7, with one being 
“critical” and 7 being “no problem.” 

Although they share many of the 
same concerns as their counterparts in 
other states, California small-business 
owners evaluated their problems as more 
difficult than almost any of the 19 states 
surveyed. Regulatory problems, for 
example, are felt more severely in Cal¬ 
ifornia. On a scale of 1 to 7, unreason¬ 
able government regulatioi* ...^cd 2.72 
in California versus 3.25 nationally.

and do not want to play with the ‘good old boy’ 
system in Sacramento.” 

He explained that the group made a presentation 
before the Assembly Insurance Committee on Mar. 
31 and a vote on AB 3704 came to 4 to 4 while a vote 
on AB 2367 came to 4 to 3. There were 16 members 
on the committee; it takes nine votes to pass it out of 
committee. The vote, Mountjoy said, was put on call 
so that members of the committee could come in and 
vote at a later time; however, the chair wouldn’t lift 
the call so they wouldn’t vote at a later date. The 
chair is Burt Margolin of West Los Angeles. 

Mountjoy said, “That’s OK; we’ll be back in 
two weeks again. I think the coalition made a great 
presentation. People from all over the state told me 


it was one of the best they had seen. Coalition mem¬ 
bers expressed full well what the system did, the prob¬ 
lems in the system...The bill will continue to be alive.” 

AB 3704 clarifies the right of an employer to review 
and obtain a copy of an entire employee claim file. 
It allows the employer the opportunity to contest an 
unreasonable experience modification by simple ar¬ 
bitration. It allows for arbitration and requires law¬ 
yers and medical providers to declare they have par¬ 
ticipated in any kickback scheme when they routine¬ 
ly file documents before the Workers’ Compensation 
Appeals Board. It increases penalty for such kick- 
backs from a misdemeanor to a felony. 

AB 3704 adds employee fraud as the sixth af-

Carrot Top revisited...

T^e following is a continuation of news¬ 
paper language in earlier days .... 

An arm of the Linotype machine would 
then come down from the top of the machine, 
pick up the line of matrix, and by a screw bar 
method, return them to their place in the magazine 
to be used again as necessary. These multimag¬ 
azines held, according to size, as many as 2300 
brass matrix and as few as 700. Type size for 
these machines ran from 5‘/ 2 -point up to and in¬ 
cluding 72-point on the larger machines. The 
metal u.sed in these machines is a silver-brass alloy 
that hardens fairly quickly and when fed into the 
machine is done by a chain hanging from the 
machine. The bars weigh about 20 pounds and 
will assemble into about a galley and a half of 
type slugs. 

These machines were very expensive and 
were only purchased by the large newspapers. It 
took about 40 to 50 years before they became 
cheap enough for a small weekly newspaper to 
obtain them. They were a very sturdy machine 
and there are some in existence today in small 
town newspapers that were built in 1920. 

Repair parts or worn out parts were replaced 
very easily and were ordered from the factory 
and those parts that wore out most frequently 
were ordered ahead and kept in reserve. 

Matrix were manufactured with a combina¬ 


tion at the top of them so that they would drop 
into their correct channels made of brass. In the 
early days they cost as low as eleven cents for 
the small fonts of type to as high as eighty and 
ninety cents each for the larger size. These were 
the most expensive part of the upkeep of the 
machine as they were continually being damaged 
by the operators as they jammed the lines or the 
machine. The metal pots of molten metal were 
either heated by electricity or gas and during the 
week were left on night and day except for the 
weekends when they were turned off. It took 
about one and a half hours for them to come to 
the proper temperature for the machine to start 
casting the type slugs. 

A good operator could bang out 10 to 12 
galleys of type per working day. That would 
be 200 to 240 inches of type slugs and to com¬ 
pare this with the hand compositor, which was an 
average day’s worth of work, or 30 inches, one 
can easily see where the invention of the type¬ 
setting machine was a great step forward for the 
printing and publishing business. 

Next week I will endeavor to tell you just 
what the Linotype operator did during his day of 
work. It is fabulous when it is compared to 
what the hand compositor did before the inven¬ 
tion and introduction of the typesetting machines 
in the latter part of the 1890s.

Some of them 
ran out of food. Thousands of people browsed 
in and out of every nook and cranny in the down¬ 
town area. Except for the Art Fair, however, 
this is the only “event” that draws sizeable 
crowds. We need more of this type of thing... 
you know, a one-day affair that draws people 
for the day and they are on their way be night¬ 
fall. 

Months ago, I mentioned in an article that 
it was obvious that more out-of-towners were 
coming here in the evening to eat in our restaurants. 
We’ve had two, Lozano’s and Fishermen’s 
Wharf, that received favorable reviews from 
Elmer Dills. I get the impression that we are 
evolving into something...I’m nor sure what the 


direction is or should be, but we are at a “win¬ 
dow” of sorts. What we do with this dynamic 
will determine whether we reap rewards or allow 
the slow erosion of our business area (and tax 
base...such as it is) to reach a terminal state. 

It’s all loosely tied together...the courage 
of people coming in and opening risky businesses, 
i.e., clothing stores and eateries, the incredible 
performances of our “do it!” volunteer organ¬ 
izations, the “nature” of our town (you must 
have noticed how many people were in awe of 
our city), and the fact that there are interesting 
things for people to see here. 

The challenge lies in identifying things that 
lend themselves to our particular setup. Once 
this is done, and we decide to attempt a few 
more “events,” I really think we should make 
it pay off a bit more. For example, dozens of 
people were amazed that viewing the vine was 
free. I know, many of you think it should remain 
that way, but even a one dollar donation could 
go a long way in dealing with some of our prob¬ 
lems in town. 

I guess the heart of this idea rests with the 
fact that people in Southern California are “event 
poor” on weekends. There really isn’t much for 
people to do. The trick is to find something for 
a few thousand of them to do in our city on a 
Saturday or Sunday. Whatever this thing is, it 
should benefit our business people and it should 
benefit the city.

Last week’s City Coun¬ 
cil Forum at Woman’s 
Club was not as shocking 
as the last one when In¬ 
cumbent George Maurer 
called for “replacing the 
Police Chief” (Bill Betts) 
and Candidate Jack Grote- 
wiel suggested that the li¬ 
brary be relocated “to a 
more central location such 
as the Old City Hall area.” 

Instead, most candidates 
agreed that water, the hill¬ 
sides and Orange Grove 
are the problems that loom 
above our village. One 
of the questions that re¬ 
ceived a murmur from the 
audience was the question 
of spending “$75,000 to 
$90,000 on the pergola.” 


The interrogator was re¬ 
ferring to the pergola in 
the City Hall area which 
has stood without a roof 
for nearly three years. 

Grotewiel said he “would 
like a chance at design¬ 
ing it...it would be a low 
profile (item) for me.” 

Candidate Lee Cline 
said he would “request 
an original set of plans. 
There is no reason why 
the original plans could 
not call for a reinstalla¬ 
tion as originally the struc¬ 
ture was intended.” 

Candidate Toby Booth- 
royd said, “There have 
been a lot of mistakes. 
What is the consensus? 
Did the City Council make 


a fair decision or listen 
to those who make a noise? 
This calls for more com¬ 
munication.” 

Maurer, as an incum¬ 
bent who made decisions, 
was not asked to answer. 

To the question of how 
accessible candidates 
would be for calling or 
writing to constituents, 
Boothroyd was the first 
to speak, “Accessibility 
is something tremendous¬ 
ly important. I have been 
telling the people that it 
won’t stop when election 
takes place if I am elected. 
We have to get back to 
the people and answer 
phone calls and letters. 
We owe them the courtesy 



to keep lines of communi¬ 
cation open.” 

Maurer said he was al¬ 
ways available and Cline 
said, “Many of you know 
me. 1 have answered 
many of your questions.” 

When one woman in¬ 
quired about how she as 
an apartment owner can 
help more in the waste 
problem, both Boothroyd 
and Cline pointed to this 
as a need to communicate 
with citizens. Maurer 
said the City Council is 
making arrangements to 
work with multiple units 
on this problem and sug¬ 
gested she call city hall. 

Questions came about 
multiple dwellings in Sierra 
Madre and if there had 
been any changes from R-1 
zoning to R-3. 

To that and a question

stalled the council for awhile when she described talk¬ 
ing with people on Jameson Court who, she said, have 
not been brought up to date. 

“They didn’t know anything (that was going on) 
from April last year...These people don’t feel a part 
of Sierra Madre...I have reservations about the Tract 
Map as proposed...Already they’re calling Jameson 
Court the Beverly Hills of Sierra Madre. If they 
keep popping off little segments in Sierra Madre 
we’ll be Orange County of Sierra Madre. We’ll lose 
the village atmosphere...We’re going through this 
too quickly. It only came to us three weeks ago... 
I’m asking that we back off and look at the long 
view...give time to think about it - in 10 years.” 

Councilman Clem Bartolai cracked, “This is the 
first time that I’ve heard that city government is mov¬ 
ing too fast,” then he complained, “We’re dealing 
with private property. If we’re erring, maybe we’re 
dealing with some in private property. Jameson 
Trust owns the property. We cannot hamstring 
them.” 

Mayor Pro Tern Gary Adams said, “I’d like to 
see us resolve this situation and be done with it.” 

McRea explained that after the discretionary 
approval of the tentative tract map there is nothing 
else required of the developer. “The Map Act doesn’t 
address the kind of homes to be placed in a subdivi-

City Council checks if all conditions of the Tract 
Map have been approved.” 

The council rested on their decision for McRea 
to meet with the Jameson neighbors before bringing 
the item back at the Apr. 14 meeting. 

Mark Steres, attorney for the Lawson Martins, 
told Council that the Development Agreement (ex¬ 
plained in The News after the last Planning Commis¬ 
sion meeting) “can be adopted this evening. We are 
in complete agreement. Adams told the audience, 
“We are moving forward to decide whether the de¬ 
velopers can build. The lawsuit is on hold.” 

The City Council introduced Ordinance 1086 for 
first reading by title only. On Apr. 14, there will be 
second reading and adoption. 

The Development Agreement permits the Mar¬ 
tins to develop the site for a single family residential 
use with the density of four parcels in compliance 
with the Hillside Management Ordinance No. 1078 
as amended by Ordinance No. 1081. A Tentative 
Parcel Map, Conditional Use Permit, Environmen¬ 
tal Assessment and any required variances for the re¬ 
quired development standards will be submitted and 
processed before the Planning Commission, director 
of public works and City Council, subject to the ap¬ 
proval of the Development Agreement and adoption 
of Ordinance No. 1086.

"The Merchant of Ven¬ 
ice” is the one of Shake¬ 
speare’s plays that every¬ 
one seems to have read 
in school. Exactly why is 
a puzzle. Of course, it 
is the source of an almost 
laughable number of well- 
known phrases - “All that 
glitters (well, in the play 
it’s ‘glisters’) is not gold,” 
for example. And it has 
an easily understood, al¬ 
most fairy tale, plot. Will 
the “prince” open the box 
that will let him marry 
the “princess”? Then it 
has the tricky business of 
a lawyer finding a loop¬ 
hole in a seemingly damn¬ 
ing law, which is always 
satisfactory, and the famous 
and appealing speech about 
“the quality of mercy,” 
so necessary because “in 
the course of (pure) jus¬ 
tice, none of us would 
achieve salvation.” 

But at the same time, it 
is violently anti-semetic, 
as was the period in which 
it was written. Far from 
being grateful that Jewish 
money-lenders existed 
(charging interest was for¬ 
bidden to Christians, so 
what was the point), no¬ 
body loves the man he 


owes money to. Add re 
ligiotis prejudice to that 
and you have some ol the 
characters spitting on and 
otherwise insulting the 
venerable Shy lock, pre¬ 
sumably to the cheers of 
the contemporary audience. 

Such an attitude was 
common in Elizabethan 
drama, and the only thing 
that save “Merchant” to¬ 
day is that Shakespeare, 
intuitive observer of char¬ 
acter that he was, could 
not leave Shylock a pure¬ 
ly malicious villian. In¬ 
to his mouth he put one 
of the great speeches for 
our common humanity 
and against prejudice. 
Shylock’s thirst for ven¬ 
geance is given considera¬ 
ble motive, and if he is 
bloodthirsty, he is not 
illegal. Portia’s out for 
Antonio would be absurd 
in an unprejudiced court. 

So perhaps “Merchant” 
is proper for stimulating 
discussion in the class¬ 
room. 

But any Shakespearian 
play is far more than an 
object of discussion and 
one can hardly see a bet¬ 
ter example of bringing 
it to vivid life than the

A major part of the pro¬ 
duction’s charm is due 
to the inventiveness of 
director Art Manke, who 
has set it in the early 19th 
century, and decorated 
the simple but effective 
set with various evocative 
supernumeraries who 
anonymously for living 
bits of atmosphere. 

The rest of it is his cast 
of attractive and talented 
young people who carry 
out his directions so

of whether the Planning 
Commission should work 
more with and involve the 
City Council, Grotewiel 
explained that there has 
been no change from R-1 
to R-3 multiple housing 
so far as he can remem¬ 
ber. Boothroyd said that 
the five City Councilper- 
sons are elected while the 
Planning Commissioners 
are appointed. “We need 
all the commissions. The 
City Council should pro¬ 
vide leadership so sub¬ 
ordinates have something 
to shoot for.” He added 
that he had seen the “physi¬ 
cal face of the city change 
and 1 don’t like what I 
see.” 

Cline explained that ac¬ 
cording to his recollections 
there have been no changes 
from R-1 to R-3. “Years 
ago someone tried to 
change property to R-3 
and it was defeated at the 
Planning Commission 
level and the City Coun¬ 
cil upheld that decision.” 
Maurer agreed that he 
didn’t know of any proper¬ 
ty being changed to a 
different zone. 

One person asked, “The 
City Council has not faced 
that other cities have cur¬ 
tailed water rationing. 


Why hasn’t Sierra Madre 
stopped penalties? Why 
do we still have a monthly 
quota? How are you go¬ 
ing to solve that situation? 
So far we have solved the 
hillside problem and Orange 
Grove is in the infancy 
stage. But the water prob¬ 
lem has not been taken 
care of by the City Coun¬ 
cil.” 

Maurer answered, “We 
are caught in a crossfire. 
We passed an ordinance 
for mandatory 20 percent 
reduction, then waived 
penalties for two months. 
But there are over 40 per¬ 
cent of people over allot¬ 
ment. It was a unique 
situation. City Council 
is looking at it.” 

Boothroyd corrected 
Maurer, “Penalties waived 
were two billing cycles 
which amounts to four 
months. When 48 per¬ 
cent didn’t comply (to the 
rationing) you rescinded 
the ordinance. That sends 
a bad precedent.” 

Someone asked Maurer, 
“If the city is found neg¬ 
ligent, who is found re¬ 
sponsible, the city admin¬ 
istration or the council?” 
The answer was, “The 
buck stops at the City 
Council.”

Srrmeone asked about 
the street lights and re¬ 
ferred to those on High¬ 
land as being “awful.” 
She also mentioned that 
a burned out light had not 
been changed for a great 
deal of time. Maurer re¬ 
plied that everybody wants 
street lights and “no one 
wants them ‘in my back 
yard.’” 

Boothroyd pointed 
our that there is another 
example of things not 
getting done in the city. 
Cline said that while be¬ 
ing on the Hillside Man¬ 
agement Board it was 
noted that people did not 
want lights in the moun¬ 
tain areas. 

When asked what the 
candidates believe are the 
most important problems 
facing the city as this time, 
Boothroyd, again, was 
the first to speak and he 
said, “Money.

in Smith Pasadena. Maur¬ 
er said he wanted to see 
the town “Maintained as 
the unique community 
that we are...We are one 
of the few cities not in 
dire straits (financially).” 

A iiKinhcr of tlx; audience 
noted that with the build¬ 
ing of large homes on 
small lots, “what’s the 
tradeoff in traffic, fire 
hazard and aesthetic beau¬ 
ty in Sierra Madre?” 

Maurer said, “The Plan¬ 
ning Commission had ad¬ 
dressed that issue. Lot 
coverage has been reduced 
.30 percent for a single 
family and the second 
story has been reduced 
as well as sideyard set¬ 
backs addressed. Some 
have slipped through the 
cracks. Some developers 
have slopped through in 
the 30-day window (before 
and ordinance takes 
place).” 

Boothroyd said, ‘“Slip¬ 
ping through the cracks’ 
happens an awfully lot in 
this town...you need to 
enforce equally and fair¬ 
ly.” 

Cline said he had con¬ 
cern for “unfair develop¬ 
ment...The Planning Com¬ 
mission can ask for a bet¬ 
ter set of plans (before 
allowing building to take 
place).”

Rayon is often treated so it has a smooth and 
lustrous finish which gives it the look and feel of 
silk. 

Rayon is very sensitive to water. Many dyes 
applied to rayon are not colorfast and will bleed 
which causes a shading to occur upon contact 
with moisture. In addition, manufacturers often 
add sizing to rayon in order to achieve a desired 
body or drape. Some sizing are water-soluable 
and washing will distort the shape of the gar¬ 
ment. 

Drycleaning is recommended for most rayon 
garments because a professional drycleaner is 
able to solve most of these problems. However, 
some garments whose care label reads 
“dryclean only” contain dyes and sizings that 
are water soluable. 

Never try to remove a stain from rayon without 
first pretesting the fabric. Wet a small piece of 
the garment on an unexposed seam and allow it 
to air dry. If no dye or sizing change occurs, 
small stains may be removed in this way. Large 
stain should always be taken to an IFI member 
professional drycleaner.

My childhood was peo¬ 
pled with lovely Lorna 
Doones and mad, irre- 
sistable Heathcliffs and 1 
claimed them passionate¬ 
ly as forebearers.

firmative defense for employers, defers payment of* 
deposition attorney fees until the conclusion of a trial 
or settlement and requires the employee to pay the 
employer’s fees if the case is found to be unmeritorious 
or fraudulent. 

AB 2367 directs the courts to “liberally construe” 
Workers’ Compensation law ONLY if an injury oc¬ 
curs at work, is a specific injury, and results in serious 
physical and bodily harm. 

Existing California law provides that an occupa¬ 
tional illness occurs if the illness or injury is caused, 
aggravated, or accelerated by industrial exposure. 
This criteria has encourage a proliferation of “stress” 
related claims.

We’ve been talking about 
power lately. Power, 
simply defined, is ability 
or influence. When you 
have power you have the 
capacity to exert influence 
over someone or some¬ 
thing. Power is powerful 
and is easily abused. Most 
of us at times feel power¬ 
less: powerless over a bad 
habit, powerless over a 
situation at work, power¬ 
less over the circumstances 
of life. Another way of 
looking at it is to say that 
we all get dominated and 
overpowered: by our pasts, 
by a certain person, by 
anger. One of the worst 
feelings in the world is to 
feel like you have no power 
over your life. And yet 
those times when you have 
a sense of powerlessness 
can be a great time of 
learning. Learning how 
to trust God, a power 
greater than yourself. 
Learning how you got out 


of control in the first 
place. Learning why you 
gave the power of your 
life over to a bad habit. 

The Apostle Paul had 
this to say, “God’s strength 
is sufficient for me, for 
His power is made per¬ 
fect in (my) weakness.” 
Most of us hate our weak¬ 
nesses and powerlessness. 
But Paul saw it as a poss¬ 
ible stepping stone into 
the strength, power and 
might of God. The key 
issues of my life aren’t 
dependent upon how much 
power 1 have a hold of 
but on how much of God’s 
power and influence has 
a hold of me. It’s great 
to know that the Kingdom 
of God is a matter, not 
of words and talk, but of 
power. We’re spending 
the next few months learn¬ 
ing what it means to be 
an overcomer as was Jesus 
himself. Remember, even 
death couldn’t conquer 
him!

Pastor Anderson con¬ 
tinues his special study in 
the book of Luke with this 
message entitled, “A Big 
Banquet,” Luke 5:27-39. 

One of the universal 
characteristics of true fol¬ 
lowers of Jesus Christ is 
that once they believe and 
begin to follow Him, they 
want their world to know 
the same joy they have ex¬ 
perienced. In our text this 
week, Matthew, a tax col¬ 
lector, invited all his col¬ 
leagues and friends to a 
reception in his home so 
people could meet the One 
who had changed his life. 

Today, the subject of 
taxation is a hot item. 
Just the mention of the 
Internal Revenue Service 
can cause stomachs to 
churn, and blood pressure 
to rise. In Jesus’ day, it 
was even worse. People 
were ready to form an in¬ 
surrection over taxation 
by the Romans. Those who 
collected taxes for Rome 
were hated for at least two 
reasons. First, they gathered 
taxes for a Gentile govern¬ 
ment: Rome. Secondly, 
the tax collectors were 
notorious for getting rich 
by charging unfair fees, 
and the people could not 
do anything about it. And 
yet, Jesus had time to reach 
out to Matthew and his 
segment of the population. 

When the Pharisees and 
their scribes began grum¬ 
bling at His disciples, say¬ 
ing, “Why do you eat and 
drink with the tax-gather¬ 
ers and sinners?” Jesus 
answered and said to them, 
“It is not those who are 
well who need a physician, 
but those who are sick. 

I have not come to call 
the righteous but sinners 
to repentance.” What an 
amazing person Jesus truly 
was. No wonder Matthew 
wanted his world to know 
this wonderful Saviour.

The Divine Physicien 

“Jesus is our Divine 
Physician in the Sacra¬ 
ment of Reconciliation 
(Penance). When the 
parish has a Penance Ser¬ 
vice, we all gather in the 
waiting room of the church. 
Unlike the people in the 
doctor’s office, we have a 
concern about each other. 
We acknowledge without 
embarrassment that we 
are sinners. We know we 
all need to experience rec¬ 
onciliation with God and 
each other. Rather than 
wonder about each other’s 
sins, we pray for one 
another. Together we ex¬ 
press our sorrow and our 
faith in God’s mercy. 

“When it is time for 
individual confession, we 
need have no fear of ap¬ 
pearing naked before Jesus 
in all of our weaknesses, 
nor do we have to worry 
that He is going to find 
something within us that 
we would prefer not to 
face. His scalpel, which 
removes the cancer of sin, 
is painless, and His radia¬ 
tion treatment is without 
side effects except for the 
peace and joy which come 
from knowing that we 
have been forgiven. 

“The directive of the 
Church tells us that in 


confessing our sins we 
are ‘to open our hearts’ 
to the priest. We should 
do this with the realiza¬ 
tion that when we speak 
to the priest, it is Jesus 
who listens, and when the 
priest proclaims the words 
of absolution, it is the 
voice of Christ which we 
hear.... 

“Some people ask, 
‘Why do I have to go to a 
priest to be forgiven? 
Can’t God forgive me if 
I pray to Him directly?’ 
To this I must reply that 
God can do whatever He 
wants; we cannot limit 
God’s mercy. But we do 
know that He wishes to 
save us and to make us 
holy, not merely as in¬ 
dividuals without any 
mutual bonds, but by 
forming us into a single 
person, the Church. It 
is through the ministry of 
the Church that God, the 
Father of mercies, ab¬ 
solves our sins. 

“Your parish may be 
offering a Penance Service 
during Lent. ' Participat¬ 
ing in the Sacrament of 
Penance as people of the 
Church is our way of ac¬ 
cepting Christ as the Divine 
Physician.” (Rev. Charles

Baha’is 


The following is one of 
a series of excerpts taken 
from ‘‘The Promise of 
World Peace, ” a statement 
made by the Universal 
House of Justice, inter¬ 
national governing body 
of the Baha’i Faith, to 
the peoples of the world. 

Racism, one of the most 
baneful and persistent 
evils, is a major barrier 
to peace. Its practice 
perpetuates too outrageous 
a violation of the dignity 
of human beings to be 
countenanced under any 
pretext. Racism retards 
the unfoldment of the 
boundless potentialities 
of its victims, corrupts 
its perpetrators and blights 
human progress. Recog¬ 
nition of the oneness of 
mankind, implemented 
by appropriate legal meas¬ 
ures, must be universally 
upheld if this problem is 
to be overcome. 

The inordinate disparity 
between rich and poor, a 


source of acute suffering, 
keeps the world in a state 
of instability, virtually on 
the brink of war. Few 
societies have dealt effec¬ 
tively with this situation. 
The solution calls for the 
combined application of 
spiritual, moral and prac¬ 
tical approaches. A fresh 
look at the problem is re¬ 
quired, entailing consul¬ 
tation with experts from a 
wide spectrum of disci¬ 
plines, devoid of economic 
and ideological polemics, 
and involving the people 
directly affected in the 
decisions that must ur¬ 
gently be made. It is an 
issue that is bound up not 
only with the necessity 
for eliminating extremes 
of wealth and poverty but 
also with those spiritual 
verities the understanding 
of which can produce a 
new universal attitude. 
Fostering such an attitude 
is itself a major part of 
the solution.

In the new movie “Thun- 
derheart,” an FBI agent 
hunts for a murder sus¬ 
pect on a Sioux Indian 
reservation in South Dako¬ 
ta. The suspect is a leader 
in the radical Indian rights 
movement. When he is 
arrested, the warrior tells 
the agent that the move¬ 
ment to reclaim traditional 
lands and restore tribal 
consciousness cannot be 
stopped, because, he says, 
“It’s a 500-year-old con¬ 
nection, a 500-year-old 
voice.” 

There is much that is 
wrong with the Christian 
movement today. It is 
split by an absurdly large 
number of denominations, 
factious, sects and caucuses. 
Too much time and ener¬ 
gy are expended on doc¬ 
trine instead of decision. 
Big celebrity preachers 
continue to be found want¬ 
ing in the area of Chris¬ 
tian practice. In local 
churches, tradition reigns 
supreme when all should 
be subject to the Lordship 
of Christ. Real joy and a 
true sense of wonder are 
barely evident. At times 
it seems like we worship 
culture rather than Christ. 

Even so, we are part of 
a 2(X)0-year-old connection. 
We can still hear the wordS' 
spoken by a 2C){X)-year-

old voice, the voice of Jesus 
who said, “Follow me.” 
In spite of the many im¬ 
perfections in today’s 
Christian movement, the 
church is of God, and will 
be preserved until the end 
of time. Where the church 
is really the church, it is 
already delivered, already 
set free from its bondage 
to decay, already saved. 

The true character oi 
the church can be described 
using hydraulic imagery: 
it is a river, not a reser¬ 
voir of spiritual resources. 
Through the church flows 
the river of eternal life. 
Should the church attempt 
to dam that river and con¬ 
serve its power, the church 
will surely die. In order 
to live and grow, the church 
must clear and widen the 
channel of the river.
